REVOLUTIONISTS SEEK REVENGE. 


Balmacedist Prisoners Being Visited with 
Torture iu Their Turn. 


ISPRCIAL CABLE! 

Lonpox, Nov. 16.—A dispatch from Val- 
paraiso says that Acting President Montt is 
hastening the trials of the various Balmaced- 
ists confined in prison on the charges of being 
implicated in the atrocities committed 
under orders of the late President. Although 
the feeling against partisans of Balmaceda is 
strongest at Santiago and Valparaiso. yet it is 
said that the treatment of conquered Balma- 
cedists has been more cruel and harsh in prov- 
inces farther removed from the oversight of 
civilization. 

At Valdina, the dispatch says, a consider- 
able number of Balmacedist prisoners are 
held, including a number against whom mem- 
bers of the J unta and other influential persons 
in the successful party have personal animos- 
ity. Some of these have been cruelly tortured 
and put to death. 

Steps are beingtaken by the Chilean Govern- 
ment to regain control in Araucania. The 
garrisons in that region were withdrawn by 
Balmaceda in order to strengthen his military 
forces in the field, and the Araucanians, who 
are fierce and independent, have been show- 
ing a disposition to nove upon Chilean terri- 
tory. The Araucanians have never been fully 
subdued, and their hatred of the Chileans is 
very bitter. 


ONLY A CHANCE SHOT. 


Very Little Importance Attaches to the 
Message of Dom Pedro. 
[SPECIAL CaBLe.! 

Parts, Nov. 16.—It is said that Dom Pedro 
is being urged on to more activity relative to 
matters in Brazil by his various connections 
of the Bourbon and Coburg houses. ‘The ex- 
Emperor is himself inclined to be entirely non- 
committal. It is said by persons who know 
him intimately that he regrets not having 
made terms with the republic in the first 
place when he was offered a magnificent an- 
nual allowance from the Brazilian Treasury 
with the sole condition of acquiescence in the 
new régime. 

Dom Pedro is not wealthy. He left Brazil 
with a comparatively small amount of money, 
and but for direct pecuniary aid from the 
present Queen of Portugal he would have 
suffered from poverty. He was afterward 
permitted to withdraw funds deposited in his 
own name at Rio. On this amount, said not 
to exceed 1,000,000 francs, the ex-Emperor is 
dependent. 

The public message of Dom Pedro to the 
Brazilians is, therefore, a chance shot, fired at 
the instance of his family to see what it will 
hit. 

UNDER ARREST IN MEXICO. 


Two United States Officers Have a Sard 
Time of It South of the Rio Grande. 

Rio Grawpz Crry, Tex., Nov. 16.—Capt. 
John G. Bourke of Fort Ringgold and Deputy 
United States Marshal John Jordan arrived 
here Saturday after thirty-six hours’ arrest at 
Paras and Corralvo, Mex. Wednesday they 
crossed into Mexico from Carrizo with a 
permit from the Deputy Collector at 
that port. At Paras, thirty miles from Guer- 
rero, a drunken militiaman arrested them and 
would listen to no explanation. Here they 
were under guard three hours. Thence they 
were taken to Agua Bequas, disarmed, 
and taken before the Judge. Thurs- 
day they were started to Corralvo, where 
they were held as revolutionary suspects. 
Capt. Bourke wired to Consul-General Sut- 
ton at Laredo. They were told that they 
would be released in the morning, but insisted 
on immediate release on a telegram from 
Sutton, .which was granted. They then 
reached Mier, where they sought Gen. Lorenzo 
Garcia, who expressed great regret for their 
arrest, stating that all the parties engaged in 
it would be punished, especially so the man 
who arrested them.

Rosarto, Argentina, Nov. 16.—The tornado 
which swept over the Santa F6 Province Fri- 
day did even greater damage than was 
first It is now said that the number

At London in September of this year the 
International Association of Hygiene met. 
The membership embraced all the men of 
eminence in scientific Europe. They thought 
80 little of this lumpy-jaw disease that they 
actually devoted but one day to its considera- 
tion. The finding of the association was that 
there is no contagion in the meat, and they 
see no reason why the meat cannot be used if 
the diseased parts are kept from the market. 
There is no indication of the general inocula- 
tion of the animal. This is the finding of the 
prophets of hygiene, and their authority is the 
highest and greatest obtainable. 7 

Every Case Treated Succersfally. 

% Nobody ever heard of any serious harm 
resulting from lIumpy-jawed oattle, and no 
farmer has ever noted that where one animal 
was so afflicted another contracted the ail- 
ment, You cannot transmit the disease; it 
is not contagious. Every single recorded case 
of a lump around the jaw has been and every 
one can be cured. There is no such thing as 
a highly contagious disease among the cattle 
of the West. 

These men are willing with no other evi- 
dence than a lump on the jaw to condemn the 
cattle product of the West. They are not 
willing that the afflicted animal shail be 
locked up and treated, but they demand that 
the whole herd be killed. Such idiocy means 
simply huudreds of lawsuits for the State of 
Illinois and the total destruction of the cuttle 
trade of the State. It means further that not 
one of the cattle produced by the Breeders’ 
Association can be sold outside the State of 
Illinois. It is an outrage on the farmers of 
the country, and sooner or later it must be 
settled un a different basis than the present 
political idiocy which permeates and domi- 
nates these men. 


WERE THE CATTLE SOLD IN CHICAGO? 


Portions of Affected Animals Said to Have 
Been Seen at the Fulton Market. 

Pon, III., Nov. 16.—[Special. ]—The trial 
of the case of the Whisky Trust against The 
State Veterinary and Live-Stock Commission- 
ers drew a large crowd today. The testimony 
of the most important witness of the day, 
Matthew Lamb, a Chicago meat inspector, 
was very sensational, and during his examina- 
tion there was intense excitement... Mr. Lamb 
was meat inspector at the time the trust cattle 
were shipped to Chicago. Of the 125 cattle he 
condemned nineteen and sent them to the 
tank. The Live-Stock Board condemned the 
balance of the consignment and sent them to 
Hess Bros, to be tanked. This was not done. 
They were taken after slaughter and dressed 
for the market, and forty of the carcasses 
were afterward seen at the Fultun Street Mar- 
ket. The presumption -was that the entire 
consignment, except the nineteen condemned 
by him, were sold in Chicago for meat. They 
disappeared, @id not go to the tanks, and a 
portion of them were seen in the butchers’ 
stalls. Mr. Lamb showed the jury 
several lumps which were cut from the 
heads of tne diseased cattle. He haa 
himself eaten meat cut from these cat- 
tle, with no disastrous results, and a 
number of butchers had carried away portions 
of the meat. Dr. Swartcoff, at one time a 
meat inspector at Berlin, but now a resident 
of Minneapolis, did not consider the flesh of 
lumpy-jawed cattle dangerous, or that the 
disease could be communicated to human 
beings or cattle. 8. C. Root, assistant Chi- 
cago meat inspector, testified to the same ef- 
fect. Several cattle-raisers were placed on 
the stand, and their testimony was the same 
as that of previous witnesses, 


ST. LOUIS SHORT ON PAPER CURRENCY.

ITS FORMER COTTON RECORD BROKEN. 


New Orleans Receives Fifty Thousand Bales 
* in Twenty-four Hours. 

New Ortzans, La., Nov. 16.—[Special.]}— 
The Cotton Exchange figures its receipts from 
noon to noon and the result tomorrow noon 
will be the largest receipts in the history of 
the port. There are 47,000 bales already in 
sight, and the figures will reach fully 50,000 
bales. The Mississippi Valley road’s mani- 
fest today amounted to 18,867 bales, the larg- 
est single day’s receipts by one railroad in 
the history of the city. Last year all previous 
records were broken by the Mississippi Val- 
ley, and a few weeks ago the same road made 
a new record with 13,083 bales. Last Monday

today the Mississippi Valley again took the 
honors.

A MOTOR IN PLACE OF HORSE POWER. 


Mr. Yerkes Will Try Compressed Steam 
Stored in Cylinders on His Lines, 

While at The Hague last summer Charles T. 
Yerkes witnessed the operation of a steam 
motor by compressed steam stored in cylin- 
ders and kept heated by ineans of a fire-box 
which burns hard coal ot coke.

One man can operate 
the motor, which can attain a speed of twenty 
miles an hour and pull a train of four cars.

It will arrive during the month and will 
be given a thorough trial on one of the out- 
lying li Mr. Yerkes believes the motor 
will prove a success, but whether it does or 
not, he says, some new motive force will be 
found. By 1893 there wiil be no horse-car 
lines in operation in the West or North Divis- 
ions of the city. The cable system will not be 
abandoned on any of the lines.

Tur alleged declaration of the Austrian Em- 
peror that tho situation is serious and that 
the Russian famine increases the danger of 
war” created such a panic upon the bourse 
recently in Vienng that the Prime Minister— 
Von Taafe—instructed the government organ 
to issue a statement denying that there was 
any truth in the report concerning the Em- 
peror’s alleged utterances. Whether the Em- 
peror made the statement or not it unques- 
tionably is a correct one and reflects the real 
nature of the European situation. It is notice- 
able that, although stocks recovered from 
their decline, “‘ a pessimistic feelmg remains.“ 
This pessimistic feeling is not confined to 
Austria. It prevails all over Europe. It is 
the feeling that at any time the alliance may 
demand of Russia an explanation of what it 
means by its continuous coneentration of 
troops on the German and Austrian as well 
as the Roumanian frontier. It is also the 
feeling that this strain cannot continue much 
longer and that when the winter has passed 
away war will be forced, as the only solution 
of the problem, either by France and Russia 
or by the ailiance. The whole European at- 
mosphere is charged with the war feeling. 


OUTCOME OF THE DEMOCRATIC “CAM- 
 PAIGN OF EDUCATION.” 

During the slaveholders’ rebellion and for 
some years thereafter the Democrats paid at- 
tention solely to the issues growing out of it 
and left free trade alone. But by 1876, having 
been forced to acquiesce in the great constitu- 
tional changes which followed the overthrow 
of the rebellion, they returned under the lead 
of Tilden to free trade, which had been one of 
their distinctive principles as taught by Cal- 
houn prior to the war, and they set in to . 
cate’ the people up to it. 

By 1880 they had grown so bold, and be- 
tieved they had made so much progress in 
their process of education, that they put in 
their national platform that year a declara- 
tion for a “tariff for revenue only,” which of 
course meant the abrogation of all protection. 
They were soundly thrashed at the polls. Per- 
ceiving that they had made a little too much 
haste they inserted in the platform of 1884 a 
plank recognizing the great difference be- 
tween the American and European wage 
scales, and promising not to legislate to the 
injury of the former and not to destroy the 
manufactures. This doctrine was preached 
in the less advanced States, where it was 
feared that unadulterated free trade would be 
too strong for the stomachs of multitudes of 
Democratic voters who worked in mulis and 
factories. In other States nothing was said 
about protection in the platform, but a great 
deal about a “tariff for revenue only.” This 
double-tongued campaign was a success, and 
Cleveland was ele=ted. 

Je was inspired with a sudden ambition to 
become the big schoolmaster of tne Uni 
States and converted the White House into a 
free-trade academy and turned Presidential 
messages into free-trade tracts, in which the 
doctriné was laid down that duties on com- 
petitive goods add to the selling price of all 
home-made goods of the same kind a per- 
centage equal to the duty! Although the 
platform of 1888 had a paragraph about the 
necessity of not legislating against American 
labor and capital in manufactures, intended 
for use in doubtful States, like New York, 
Connecticut, New Jersey, Indiana, West Vir- 
ginia, etc., the contest was waged largely on 
free-trade lines. The result was that Mr. 
Cleveland was pretty badly defeated. 

But the Democratic leaders having em- 
barked in the “campaign of education 
could not stop and turn back. They were un- 
dertoo much headway towards the English 
system. They attributed their defeat to the 
“treachery of Tammany” or to fraud; 
consoled themselves with the assertion that 
they had a plurality of the popular vote—for- 
getful of the suppression of half a million 
Republican votes in the cotton South—and 
kept on preaching ultra free trade and down 
with protection. For the last three years 
they have done little else. Their papers, with 
the exception of the New York Sun, have de- 
manded unadulterated free trade. Their 
leaders have taught it from a thousand 
te stumps.” 

Free trade was the sole common feature of 
the Democratic State platforms adopted last 
summer. Inthe East the party was in addi- 
tion for honest money. In the West and 
South. it was for dishunest money. But 
in all the sections it was for free trade. 
In Ohio its platforin was not only for free 
trade but for an income tax. The results of 
the recent elections thus conducted have been 
such as to frighten the leaders and put an 
effectual quietus on the campaign of educa- 
tion. No one pretends to deny that the voters 
| of Ohio declared bya decisive majority in 
favor of protection as against free trade and 
honest vs. dishonest money. It was a square, 
straight fight, and the outcome has chilled 
Western and Southern Democratic enthusiasm 
amazingly on both issues. 

The intelligent Democrats see plainly that 
while they were able to elect one man on their 
State ticket in Massachusetts it was owing 
solely to his personal popularity and to the 
‘fact that he kept all i issues out of the 
contest, The Democrats see also that their 
‘success in Iowa does not mean that the voters

The 
tres - trade educational campaign ”’ is as bad- 
ly stuck in the free-trade quagmire as the 
military one was in the Chickahominy swamps. 
A retreat under the shelter of gunboats is 
necessary in both cases. 


ARRESTING ANARCHISTS, AND 
TRADES-UNIONISTS. 

The Trade and Labor Assembly delegates 
devoted its Sunday discussion to the recent 
police raid on Greif’s Hall, and as its out- 
come adopted a series of resolutions setting 
forth that a meeting of one of its affiliated 
unions was invaded by the police, that its 
members were arrested without warrant, and 
its meeting was broken up and dispersed. 
They further set forth that the Trade and La- 
bor Assembly condemns this action as “a 
flagrant violation of the Constitution of the 
State of Iltinoia, the Constitution of the 
United States, and the principles of the Bill 
of Rights transmitted to us from Magna

tion, ete, 
These resolutions, the substance of which 
we have presented, are based upon ignorance 


law is that in case an act is performed which 
turns out to be a wrong or an injustice the 
penalty to-be imposed or the judgment to be 
passed, whether in a court of law or by any 
other tribunal, be based upon the animus of 
the act, and this is always to be kept in mind, 
because upon that and that alone depends the 
judgment to be passed. If it eventuates that 
the intention was proper or supposed to be in 
the line of duty, a court of justice imposes the 
lightest possible penalty. In a court of 
morals, that is by the private judgment of 
men, no penalty of any kind would be im- 
posed. The intention of the police in the 
Greif’s 
archists, and not trades-unionists. Whatever 
interference there was with the Painters’ 
Union was an interference not with the mem- 
bers of that union as a union, nor even with 
its members as Socialists, but with threaten- 
ing Anarchists. 

What are the facts in the case that led the 
police to believe that the meeting was com- 
posed’ of Auarchists? First, the members of 


Anarchists under the red flag to the Turner 
Hall meeting. Read the following remarks 
made by deiegates at the Trades Assembly 
meeting: 

Delegate Lyon said Carter Harrison was not 
dragged into the haymarkét riot, though he was 
Mayor then. Why, therefore, should Mayor 
Washburne be held responsible for the acts of the 
police? 

“We don't know the cause of this disturbance,” 
said Delegate Galvin of the Carpenters’ Union, 

‘orwhom to condemn. We are going it blind. 
Put a red rag before a bull and it will make him 
wild. The painters last Sunday as a brotherhood 
went into an anarchistic parade, They turned 
out under a red flag. I don't want to attack 
Washburne, McClaughry, or any one.“ 

Delegate Meagher put in a word for the Mayor. 
He said he didn't believe the Mayor was a foe of 
organized labor, for he had responded to a call 
for speakers and worked through mud and slush 
to help the carpenters effect their organization 
in Chicago, 

This was as positive and explicit a declara- 
tion as men could make that the painters who 
were pulled were Anarchists, that they be- 
lieved in the principles of anarchy, and that 
they wanted to carry on ite work at the time 
they were compelled to stop. 

The testimony in the Justice’s court Friday 
given by William Erben, the manager of the 
Arbeiter.Zeitung, affirmed that this meeting 
was held for a “‘ revolutionary ”’ purpose. We 
quote again from the report: 

“Were you atthe West Twelfth Street Turner 
3 night?’ asked Mr. Himes of 


Les, sir; I was not on the platform, but heard an 
announcement made by Mr. Weissmann [the New 
York disciple of Herr Most] that a meeting 
would be held at Greif’s Hall the next evening. 
The object of the meeting, as given by Mr. Weiss- 
mann, was the organization of labor.” The wit- 
ness said that at the instance of Mr. Weissmann 
he had’ put a notice for the meeting in the 
Arbeiter-Zeitung. The paper was produced, and 
the notice was translated for the benefit of the 
court. The language used was: “ All men inter- 
ested in the progress of the revolutionary and 
trades- union movement are invited to be present. 


Again, the Painters’ Union was but one of 
several unions present and no one has ques- 
tioned the anarchistic intentions of the others. 
What was said and done at that meeting was 
to urge on the revolution as set forth by 
the Arbeiter-Zeitung. It was at that meeting 
that the national flag was insulted. in the fol- 
lowing language: 

The American flag has been dragged in the dirt 
by those who have not law, but force, behind 
them, until it has here no place. We refuse to 


stand under it, as it has been prostituted by those 
who should have been its defenders. 


It was at that meeting that it was declared 
that the Mayor was an enemy of anarchy 
and must beware”; that it was a sacred 
duty to use the bomb; that “the time was 
not far distant when dynamite would be used 
against capital“; and that “if policemen 
could not be hanged then they should be 
assassinated,” 

The same kind of talk was induiged in in 
Greif’s barroom. If anything, therefore, was 
clear in this business, it was that the painters 
concerned had in effect renounced cunnection 
with the Painters’ Union and gone over to 
anarchy. This was the logic of the situation 
and it is the logic of nearly every other situa- 
tion which has ever happened in Greif’s hall 
and barroom, which have been the favorite 
centers of anarchy in this city. 

It was as Anarchists, therefore, and not as 
members of a labor union, that these men 
were raided and arrested. If there has been a 
mistake tn this, and if they desire to go back 
to the Painters’ Union and to be considered as 
members of that union every day except when 
they are marching under auarchy’s red flag 
and spouting anarchy’s threats, the only judg- 
ment to be passed is that the police made an 
entirely natural mistake, but that their inten- 
tions were proper. Similar mistakes occur 
every day on the part of ‘peace officers in this 
and other cities. The wrong man is often 
picked up and when it is shown a mistake has

The call for 
the Greif’s Hall gathering printed in the Ar- 
beiter-Zeitung, organ of the Reds, was ad- 
dressed to “ all men interested in the progress 
of the revolutionary movement.“ The indi- 
vidual Weissmann who issued that call made 
a speech the night before, in which he said 
that “the man who threw the bomb at the 
“haymarket exercised his right as a peaceful 
“citizen ‘to defend himself, and that his 
“act was justifiable,’ I declare those men 
“did right to throw that bomb on haymarket 
“‘square.” In Weissmann’s mind then bombs 
are the proper implement of the peaceful citi- 
zen, their free use forms part of the “ revolu- 
tionary movement,” and those whom he 
wished to attend the meetings at Greif’s Hall 
were those who shared his sentiments justify- 
ing bomb-throwing and murder. 

The question 18, Are such gatherings where. 
speeches are made by such men likely to be 
“harmless”? They were not harmless in 
1886. They will not be now if allowed. There 
is one fact which the Herald, the Times, and 
other unlimited advocates of “lawless speech 
forget, and that is that the danger depends 
chiefly on the character of the audience. A 
“red orator” may talk tu one set of people in 
the most violent strain. He may describe the 
beauties of setting the world on its head, and 
of throwing a passenger train off the track, 
and may explain with diagrams how it can 
best be done by the use of a little dynamite in 
some gas-pipe. His hearers may give, their 
intellectual assent to every word he says and 
yet not one of them will make a bomb because 
his common sense teaches him its folly. He 
sees there are not enough of his way of think- 
ing to upset the world and overthrow civilized 
society. 

The same speech made to a set of ignorant, 
uneducated, hotheaded aliens unacquainted 
with this country, its laws, usages, and its 
free institutions, but having a vague idea that 
it is a land where a man may do muchas he 
pleases, would set them to stuffing bits of gas- 
pipe with dynamite and throwing them at the 
police when they fancied they were being in- 
terfered with. Such bemg the case it is the 
duty of the police to stop inflammatory 
speeches to inflammable audiences, and thereby 
prevent murder, and that is precisely what 
they did last week, instead of waiting, as 
Mayor Harrison did, till the passions of Lingg 
and Schnaubelt had been excited, and they 
began the manufacture and throwing of 
bombs. Ordinarily it is lawful to smoke a 
cigar, but when a man enters a powder mag- 
azine with a lighted one in his mouth it is 
customary to get him out of there instanter 
without waiting to see if any harm will be 
done, 

This curious tenderness for Anarchists, who 
acknowledge no government and no law, and 
preach a gospel of force and destruction 
against peaceable, law-abiding people, shows 
how far the morbid sentimentality and pseudo 
philanthropy of the age can go. How long 
will it be before the Times, Herald, and Post 
unite in the formation of a society for the 
prevention of the harsh treatment of reptiles 
and mad dogs? 1 
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BETTER NOt. 

It is said that somt of the County Commis- 
sioners-elect propose to retain Dr. Benson as 
Superintendent of, the Insane Asylum at Dun- 
ning. Have those gentlemen followed the 
proceedings of the County Board during the 
last two years and noted the abundance of 
the crop of scandals which has flourished un- 
der Dr. Benson’s rule at Dunning? Have they 
taken cognizance of the frequent and 
uncontradicted charges of nepotism and 
extravagance made against him? Have 
they asked the County Controller whether it is 
not a fact that the expenses of maintaining the 
Insane Asylum during the last five months are 
not as large as the expenses for the corre- 
sponding five months of last year when there 
were 400 more insane patients to be taken 
care of? The new members should certainly 
make investigation of those charges before in- 
trusting the superintendence of the Insane 
Asylum to this Baltimore Democrat re- 
cently turned Republican. One of the 
new Commissioners who had experience in a 
former board, and who evidently has followed 
the tortuous evurse of the Benson adminis- 
tration, said in an interview published in Tun 
Tripune Sunday: 0 

I am determinedly opposed to Dr. Benson's re- 
tention. Daring his administration there has 
been some scandal or other at the Insane Asylum 
every few months, He has been charged with 
neputism and has not successfully defended him- 
self. The maintenarice of the asylum cost as 
much this year as it did last year, though the 
number of inmates has been 300 less on the aver- 
age. Dr. Benson. I understand, says he is a Re- 
publican now. He used to be a rock-rooted 
Baltimore Democrat, if I remember rightly, and 
was elected on that account by the Democratic 
board and retained in his position as a Democrat. 
However, I am not objecting to him because he 
is a Democrat. I object to him because he is not 
economical, because he has not managed the in- 


stitution well, and because we want no scandals 
at the Insane Asylum this year. 


This seems to be the common-sense view of 
the situation. The other new Commissioners 
would do well to make some inquiries 
before committing themselves to the support 
of the plausible gentleman erstwhile of Bal- 
timore. 


GO ON WITH THE WATER TUNNELS. 

There seem to be no good reasons why 
work on the new water tunnels should be 
stopped at this time. Money for water rents 
or taxes is pouring into the City Treasury 
just now at the rate of $15,000 per day. This 
will meet the proper demands of the tunnel 
contractors. The threat of Mr. Kiolbassa 
that he will cover the water collections into 
the general fund is impudent nonsense. The 
money taken from the general fund to meet 
the expenses of tunnel extension was bor- 
rowed on the instructions of the Finance 
committee and the other proper officers. It 
need not be made good until the Finance 
committee shallso direct. Mr. Kiolbassa’s 
anxiety to pay the indebtedness of the water 
fund to the general fund is easily understood. 
Itisdue tohis unlawful and dishonorable 
greed for the interest on public fands, which 
he pledged himself to pay into the City Treas- 
uty for the use of the people, but which he 
has pocketed for his personal use. No atten- 
tion whatever should be paid to the fel- 
low’s threats. A portion of the water 
rent receipts should be used for continuing 
work on the water tunnels. The municipal 
administration should not place any obstacle 
in the way of the completion of those exten- 
sions.

only the two largest organizations of farmers |. 


—the Alliance and the F. M. B. A.—are to hold 
their national meetings at the same time, but 
several kindred bodies, including the Confed- 
erated Industrial Unions, the Reform Press 
Association, the National State Agents’ Asso- 
ciation, and the Executive committee of the 
People’s party, have called conferences of their 
leaders, and all sorte of secret meetings are 
in progress. The word has been passed along 
the line that the gathering is to be the most 
important of the last thirty. years. The idea, 
that in union there is strength is evidently 
foremost in the minds of the leaders, ana their 
main purpose isto bring about an amalga- 
mation of some kind between the different 
organizations or at least to have a well- 
detined understanding as to unity 
of action on matters of policy. 

The Alliance people are more anxious about 
the amalgamation than the F. M. B. A. lead- 
ers for the reason that they have something 
to gain by it,.while the latter will lose. If the 
two organizations should be — together 
the union would be simply an absorption of 
the F. M. B. A. by the A ce.

ENIGHTS WANT SUNDAY AT THE FAIR. 


Columbian Exposition Desired Open That 
Day—Powderly’s Statement. 

Torzpo, O., Nov. 16.—At the K. of L. Gen- 
eral Assembly today the first business was the 
resolutions presented by the world’s W. C. T. 
U. and the national W. C. T. U. The first and 
second resolutions were at once agreed to— 
the first being a demand for equal pay for 
equal work to women and for woman suffrage ; 
the second declaring in favorof the same 
standard of purity for men and women. The 
third, demanding the closing of the World’s 
Fair Sundays, was disagreed to, the Knights 
declaring themselves in favor of having the 
Fair den Sundays for the education of the 
masses, provided that no one employé 
at the Fair shall work wore than six days per 
week. The fourth resolution was for the pre- 
vention of the sale of liquor on the World’s 
Fair grounds, and the Knights declined to in- 
dorse this. The last resolution asked the 
indorsement of a petition to prohibit the sale 
of alcohol 14 ery and other narcotics, and 
to raise the ard of law everywhere to that 
of Christian morals. This was referred to a 
committee to prepare an answer in consonance 
with the wishes of the General Assembly.

The situation in 1 miners’ strike in * 
State can be best understood by the statement 
that each side asserts that a stampede is im- 
minent in the ranks of the other. Friday and 
Saturday John Nugent of Ohio, a member of 
the National Executive Board of United Mine 
Workers, and Vice-President Penna were in 
consultation with the officiais and leading men 
in the State organisation. Whatever may 
have been the advice of Nugent and Penna it 
is known today that the State officials have 
changed their position in one important re- 
spect. When the strike was inaugurated it 
was the agreement that no miners should re- 
turn to work at the increased scale unless all 
the miners were taken back at the same scale 
of wages. This evening President Cum- 
miskey said that rmission had 
been granted for 1 miners who 
could get work at 75 cents for bituminous and 
85 cents for block coal mining to return to 
work. Ten bituminous operators had offered 
the 75 cents,and it was Mr. Cummiskey’s 
information that between 300 and 200 miners 
went to work today, and he thinks nearly as 
many more will be at work tomorrow. The 
mines where work was resumed today are 
located at Seeleyville, east of here, at Han- 
cock, in Sullivan County, south of here, on 
the Evansville and Indianapolis road, south of 
Washington, Ind., and at Ayrshire, Dave 
Ingle’s mine, on the Air Line road. These 
latter mines supply but ittle coal for the 
Chicago market. However, some of the 
smaller block coal operators are willing to 
pay the 85 cents, but the action of the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois and Chicago and Indiana 
coal roads in raising the freight rate at this 
time deters them. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Nov. 16.—There is trouble 
brewing among the freight conductors and 
brakemen of the Kansas City, Fort Scott and 
Memphis railroad which threatens to develop 
into a strike.

Miss Eames Achieves Signal Success as 
Juliet—Jean de Reszke an Ideal Italian 
Lover— Three Singers Make Their Amer- 
jean Debut-—Jane de Vigne Favorably 
Im presses the Audience—A Performance 
That Throughout Commands Favorable 
Criticism. 


The second week of opera at the Audi- 
torium began last evening with Gounod’s 
Romeo and Juliet.” The audience was a fine 
one, fashionable in quality, numerous in 
quantity, and enthusiastic in spirit. Applause 
was constant, recalls and encores frequent, 
and at the close of the first scene of the third 
act a triple recall with loud shouts of Bravo 
rewarded Misses Eames and Bauermeister and 
MM. de Reszke for their singing of the 
effective quartet which ends the scene. 

Romeo and Juliet is decidedly a two- 
part opera, and upon M. Jean de Reazke and 
Miss Eames were bestowed the admiration and 
attention of the auditors. Miss Eames is an 
ideal Juliet in ‘appearance. Jean de Reszke 
makes Romeo a blonde with curling dark- 
brown hair and mustache and short beard of a 
lighter shade. Although the Italian lover is 
usually pictured with jet-black hair and eyes 
and with only a mustache, de Reszke made an 
ideal lover both in appearance and action, and 
as his costumes were rich and designed with 
rare taste the combmation was a constant de- 
light to the eye. 

Three singers made their American début 
last evening and two others appeared for the 
first time during this engagement. The new- 
comers were Mile, Jane de Vigne and MM, 
Vinché and Martapoura. . Mile. de Vignesang 
the small part of Stephano and, although evi- 
dently nervous, seemed to please her auditors. 
M. Vinché, a basso from Paris, is a large man 
of fine figure and good stage presence, and as 
the father of Juliet appe to advantage. 
M. Martapoura is a “wee bit of a man, 
whose long, pointed, black beard, an ener- 
getic manner, and a good baritone voice are his 
most striking features. Victor Ca recalled 
opera seasons long since past. He was the 

bait of the cast evening and, although 
his voice does not retain its former glory, 
acts with intensity and passion and in the 
duel with Romeo fought fiercely and with 
skill. Sig. de Vachetti, who was last heard 
here with the Abbey-Grau forces two years 
ago, reappeared last night as Gregorio. 

The Opera Pleasing Throughout. 


Had Gounod never written his opera 
Faust his fame might never have been so 
greet as it now is; but his Romeo and 

uliet would certainly have occupied a high- 
er place in the estimation of musicians 
and the general public than it does now. 
Conside by itself it is an opera which, 
while not great musically, yet is pleasing 
—— and — Hr 3 and 
meritorious passages. Coming, however, as 
it does after Faust.“ Romeo and Juliet 
seems but a repetition. a weak version of its 
greater predecessor. Its music is constantly 
reminiscent, melody, harmony, orchestration, 
everything in fact, being reminders of 
„Faust.“ Two lovers figure in both operas, 
and the duets and solo music are invariably 
similar in idea and treatment. Shakspeare’s 
tragedy contained no evil genius to corre- 
spond with the Mephisto of the’s, so the 
“Calf of Gold” and “Serenada,”’ 
which the fiend sings, are transformed 
and softened somewhat and they are found in 
their new guise in Romeo and Juliet —the 
first as the sett of Mercutio’s Queen 
Mab”’ aria and the last as Stephano’s taunting 
song before the house of the Capulets. These 
repetitions and borrowings from an earlier 
work are what have caused Romeo and 
Juliet to not become 80 popular as is the 
stronger, greater opera which mace Gou- 
nod’s fame worid-wide—* Faust. As heard 
last evening at the Auditorium, how- 
ever, Romeo and Juliet was a delight, its 
inherent weakness being unnoticed and for- 
gotten in the présence of & performance so 
near perfect as to be almost beyond the pale 
of aught save my og rer faultfinding. 
Romeo of Jean de Reszke is a creation which 
vocally and dramatically compels unquali- 
fied admiration and praise. In voice, 
in action, in appearance his interpretation 
of the part leaves nothing to be desired. 
Individual taste and ideals might differ with 
him concerning certain minor points, but 
nothing in his work could be taken exception 
to as bei inartistic,.and only on artistic 
grounds should such an interpretation be 
judged. To single out particular numbers as 
the best noted in his work last evening seems 
unnecessary, for all were truly exceptional, 
but the song in Act II., Leve-toi,”’ the charm- 
ing music of the love scene in the fourth 
act—the one phrase, Non, ce n’est pas le jour“ 
—and the music of the last act were the great 
parts in a superb whole. 

Miss Eames’ Juliet was a worthy companion 
for De Reszke’s Romeo. In the musiz of this 
role the artist is heard to excellent advantage, 
her voice seeming clear and full, possessing 
warmth and feeling—two qualities lacking in 
her singing of the music of Elsa, In the more 
dramatic ‘music of the bove-svene, the 
scene in Friar Lawrence’s cell and in the tomb- 
scene, she was especially satisfactory. Her 
rendition of the famous Waltz Song in the 
first act was the least praise-meriting of any- 
thing sung by her. last evening, and this in 
spite of the fact that an encore was demanded 
and given. Miss Eames’ voice is not best 
fitted for such music and one could but feel 
secretly gratified that in this cheap waltz song 
she fell short of the high artistic plane which 
she occupied during the remainder of the 
evening. Vocal gymnastics contain little 
that is of worth artistically, and Miss Eames 
pos last evening that she is capable of 

igher things. | 

Edouard de Reszke sang Friar Lawrence, 
and although the part offers few opportunities 
for a display of vocal or dramatic ability he 
made the most of these and by his fine 
voice and artistic method commanded admir- 
ation. M. Vinché sang Capulet. His voice is a 
basso of volume, but marred by vibrato. 
The music of the role of Juliet’s father does 
not lie well within his range, and a hearing in 
other roles may enable a more correct estimate 
of his power. M. Martapoura has a baritone 
voice of uncommonly good ‘quality and vol- 
ume, and as he uses it well the result is satis- 
faction with his work. His singing of the 
Queen Mab”’ aria was deserving of no slight 
praise, for the number is an exesperating and 
thankless one, and he gave it with ease and 
more spirit than is usually imparted. Mlle. 
de Vigne, who sang Stephano, was so pain- 
fully nervous that true estimate of her 
abilities must need be deferred till after some 
future appearance, Mlle. Bauermeister, M.

JOHN I. STODDARD TALKS OF MEXICO. 


ing Billy Dacey 


Its Sights and Customs Told Entertainingly 
to a Big Audience, 

The old historic capital of the Montezumas, 
the land of the Fair God, and the Mexican 
tropics were vividly portrayed by John L. 
Stoddard in Central Music Hall last evening. 
It was the first presentation in Chicago of the 
second of his lectures on Mexico. From the 
standpoint of scenic grandeur, historic inter- 


est, and dramatic force this lecture is thought 


by many to beunequaled by all his illustrated 
talks of scenes m the; beaten path 
of Européan travel; That Mexico in- 
terests Chicagoans was attested by the 
large audience that greeted Mr. Stoddard 
last evening. Picking up the thread of nar 
ration where he left off in his first lecture on 
Mexico, the lecturer commenced his talk by 
introducing his. audience into the City of 
Mexico, the Capital of the republic. At a ball 
of the Jockey club he met President Diaz, 
and this fact led him to narrate in his dra- 
matic way a chapter of Mexican history, end- 
ing in a tribute to its present President. 

A view of the immense cathedral, 400 feet 
long and 200 feet high, leads the lecturer to tell 
of Mexico’s religious history, contrasting the 
time when the church owned two-thirds of the 
property of the country during Maximilian’s 
time, with thetransformation at the Austrian’s 
overthrow, when $300,000,000 worth of church 
property was confiscated, priests dispossessed 
of their sacerdotal robes, processions forbid- 
den, and even church bells regulated ail by 
one stern edict, “And today,“ said Mr. 
Stoddard, it is only by the courtesy of the 
eovernment that church and priests exist in 
Mexico.“ 

A description of life at the Hotel Iturbide 
and now a Mexican Romeo angles for his 
Juliet elicited’ repeated bursts of laughter. 
The mighty cypress trees, 1,600 years old. and 
the scenes they had looked upon, the sacrificial 
stone, the invasion of Cortez, and the heroism 
of Montezuma’ and his followers formed a 
thrilling chapter in the evening’s entertain 
— —⅛ ti and Iztaccihuati (3.000 
feet higher than Mont Blanc and unrivaled in 
scenic grandeur in the world“) were marvel- 
ously described. The lecture ended witha 
description of the tropical lowlands, the de- 
scent to which was down an iucline of 

feet in fifteen miles on a hand- 
a trip which Mr. Stoddard de- 
as the most exciting in his 
life. The most vigorous applause of the 
evening greeted the speaker, when, after de- 
scrib the wonderful possibilities of com- 
merce between the United States and Mexico, 
but for the arbitrary tariff regulations which 
furnish even European coal to the Vera Cruz 
railway, he said: But under the proposal 
of reciprocity this state of things is not going 
to continue long. One of the most forcible 
pictures of the lecture was a con‘rast between 
the ignorance and primitive civilization of the 
natives and the gigantic feats of modern en- 
gineering performed in the construction of 
the railway leading to the tropics. Next Mon- 
day Mr. Stoddard wil begin his week on 
Jerusalem and the Jews.

Some old railroad litigation was revived 
yesterday by the filing of a suit in the United 
States Circuit Court by the Town of Kankakee 
against the Kankakee and Indiana, the Cin- 
cinnati, Lafayette and Chicago, and the Cin- 
cinnati, Indianapolis, $t. Louis and Chicago 
railroads for an The suit has been 
pending in the Kankakee County Circuit 
Court for years, but is now transferred to the 
Federal Court. . g 

It is alleged in the bill that in 1871 the Kan- 
kakee and Indians railroad operated u small 
line between St. Anne and Kankakee, the cap- 
ital stock being $92,400, of which the Towns of 
Kankakee and Aroma owned $72,000 worth. 
The remainder, with the exception of several 
hundred dollars“ worth, was held, it is alleged, 
by one Louis Baute, whom the bill describes 
as an impecunious, cross colored contraband 
of war who had neither character, capital, nor 
capacity.” He never paid a for the 
stock which, it is charged, was to him 
by fraud. In 1872 the road became consoli- 
dated with another line into what was called 
the Cincinnati, Lafayette and Chicago rail- 
road, but this cousolifation, it is claimed, 
was fraudulent inasmuch as the complainant 
or the Town of Aroma was never notified of 
any meeting of stockholders to consider the 
proposition of consolidation, and never 
gave their consent. Notwithstanding this the

R. R. tracks; Seventy-ninth street, from Halsted 
Pan-Handle tracks ; Forty-seventh street, 
from Ashland avenue to Western avenue; Forty- 
seventh street, from State street to Cot Grove 
yenue: Seventy-first street, from Pan-Handle R. 
K. tracks to Grand Trunk R. R tracks;

WOMEN SUBMIT DESIGNS. 


WHAT THEY WOULD HAVE AT THE 
MAIN ENSFRANCE OF A BUILDING. 


The Models Sent to the Chief of Construc- 
tion—Mhmes of Some of the Contestants 
for the Honor—Recommendations Made 
by Director-General Davis Regarding 
Juries of Awards—Complaint Made 
Against a Contractor—Uther Fair News. 


Nine women sculptors of the United States 
submitted to the Chief of Construction yester- 
day models for the designs which are to adorn 
the main entrance of the Woman’s Building. 
There will be three divisions of the work; one 
a group of figures in high relief to fill the 
pediment over the main entrance, forty-five 
feet long at the base line and seven feet high 
in the center. This pediment is to be fifty 
feet from the groand. In addition there are 
to be two groups of statuary standing free 
&bove the attic cornice, resting on bases which 
will be five feet long, three feet deep, three 
feet high, and sixty feet from the ground. 
These groups, one on either side of the pedi- 
ment, are to consist of central winged figures 
ten feet high ana supported by smaller sitting 
figures. They are to be typical of woman and 
woman’s work in history. 

The coy petition for the models, which was 
limited to women sculptors, closed last Satur- 
day, and yesterday the Chief of Construction 
stored all the models in a private room to 
await the decision of the Committee on 
Awards. This committee will consist of Chef 
Burnham, W. L. Prettyman, and Director C. 
L. Hutchinson. The decision as to which 
sculptor shall be given the work will probably 
be decided by next Friday. Among those sub- 
mitting models are Miss Kuhne Beveridge of 
San Francisco, a granddaughter of ex-Gov. 
Beveridge of Illinois, Miss Blanche Nevin of 
Lancaster, Pa., Miss Marion Michener of San 
Francisco, Miss Enid Yandell of Cincinnati, 
Miss Mears of Wisconsin, Mise Alice Ruggles 
of Boston, Miss Alice Riodet of San Francisco, 
and Miss Lily Irene Jackson, one of the lady 
managers of West Virginia. 

Miss Beveridge, who is 17 years old, has 
submitted models of the two groups. th 
are on globes, One represents Literature, 
and ia her left hand is the torch of enlighten- 
ment. In her right is a crown to be placed 
on the head of a woman reclining at her feet, 
who represents Poetry. At the left is also a 
representation of Comedy removing the mask 
from Tr ‘ 

The second group represents Music blowing 
a horn. The group includes also a repre- 


‘sentation of ex-President Lincoln and a small 


figure representing Painting. Each globe is 
surrounded by a bas-relief representing fig- 
ures holding shields of the different countries 
of the world. 

Miss Michener submits the design för the 
pediment which is inténded to accompany the 
groups of Miss Beveridge. Miss Michener, it 
may be said, has made a bust of Sarah Bern- 
hardt which will be shown at the Exposition. 

Miss Enid Yandell is the designer of the 
models for the caryatides of Woman’s 
Building. She has suba.itted models for the 
pediment and the groups. For the pediment 
she offers a bas-relief statue of Liberty, before 
whom is represented, bowing, women of the 
leading nations of the earth, Aressed in their 
national costumes, On the right and left of 
the pediment are submitted models represent- 
ing, first,;a woman holding a baby, as symbolic 
of domestic life. The second group shows a 
woman as symbolizing female advancement 
in art, literature, atid the industries. 

Miss Blanche Nevin submitted models for 
the pediment and the groups. They repre- 
sent woman in her development from the 
ancient and presumed period of bondage up 
to the present time, when she appears as the 
exponent of the advanced ideas of art, sci- 
ence, and literature.

RECOMMENDATIONS AS TO AWARDS. 


Ditector-General Davis Makes a Full Re- 
port on the Subject—Abstract of It. 

Director-General Davis submitted yesterday 
to the Committee on Awards that 142 juries, 
embracing 669 jurors or judges, would be nec- 
essary to distribute the premiums and medals 
on exhibits at the Exposition. This report is 
given to the Committee on Awards in order 
that it may fix up a statement to be presented 


to Congress asking for an appropriation to 
cover this branch of World’s Fair. business, 
In addition to the expense of the jurors a large 
outlay will be incurred in the preparation of 
bronze medals and diplomas, both of which 
have been decided upon by the National Com- 
mission, Chairman Williams of the Subcom- 
mittee on Awards, ee yesterday that 
the app iation necessary for all purposes 
woul be less than $500,000, 

The report is substantially as follows: 

If the jury of awards is o ized by July 1 ite 
work can be completed substantially by Aug. 10 
and the work of revision finished by Sept. 1. In 
order to do this it will be necessary to employ a 
large corps of clerks by May 1, 1893, to make pre- 
liminary preparations for the juries of awards. 
The number of jurors required I estimate at 669, 
divided as follows: artment of Agriculture, 
nine juries and sixty-three judges; Horticulture, 
ten juries, fifty udges ; Live Stock, fifty-three 
juries and 169 judges; Fisheries, five juries, twen- 
ty-five judges; Mines and Mining, twelve juries, 
sixty judges; Machinery, six juries, thirty-six 
judges ; Transportation ibits, four juries and 
thirty-two judges; Manufactures, thirteen juries, 
sixty-five judges ; Electricity. five juries, thirty- 
five judges; Fine Arts, eight juries, forty judges; 
Liberal Arts, nine juries, seventy-one judges; 
Ethnology, three juries, eighteen judges; For- 
estry, three juries, fifteen judges. 

It is also recommended that a special jury be 
drawn from the regular group of juries to give 
and award to the exhibit showing the best and 
most satisfactory installation in each of the thir- 
teen departments, and that no juries be organized 
for the comprising agricultural, ma- 
chinery, and musical instruments, as the pros- 
pective exhibiters in thése ciasses have declared 
against — ge medais in these divisions of the 
departments. ch of the 500 judges outside of 
the 1 of Live Stock should be paid 88 
a day for theig services, which are not to exceed 
forty days, and the 169 judges in the Live Stock 
Department should be paid the same rate, their 
services being limited to ten days. This payment 
of $ per day is made in lieu of expenses, and not 
as salary.

Word has been received that 
the Corcovado railway company of Rio de Ja- 
neiro proposes making an exhibit in minia- 
ture of its railway. It is the purpose to have 
large photographs illustrating the mountain 
route through which the railway passes, the 
bridges, the stations, the hotel at the summit, 
and interesting scenery adjacent. They will 
have molded, in papier maché, the Mountain 
of Corcovado in miniature, with the railway 
laid down as in actual operation. The total 
length of the road is two miles. The rise 
from the station at the upper end of the road 
to the summit is 2,300 feet.

Chief Justice Fuller, for the Supreme Court 
of the United States, Overrules the Dis- 
trict Tribunal of Oregon Regarding the 
Admission of a Mongolian Im porter— 
Arguments Are Begun in a Louisiana 
Lottery Case, 

Wasuruaron, D. C., Nov; 16.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States today granted the 
application for a writ of certiorari to compel 
the Circuit Court for the district embracing 
the Pacific coast to certify to it the case of 
Lan Ow Bew, a Chinese importer of Portland, 
Ore., who was refused admission to the United 
States after a brief visit to China. 

The opinion is by Chief Justice Fuller, who 
says it will be seen that the case involves the 
construction of the Chinese Restriction act 
and of treaties between the United States and 
China. The Chinese Restriction act as amend- 
ed made identification of Chinese, other than 
laborers, who were entirely excluded, in the 
mode provided the sole evidence of their right 
to enter the United States, Manifestly the 
question involved, as to whether the act should 
be construed in the view of the treaties, is 
one of gravity and importance and involves 
matter of international concern. 

The case, he holds, has no connection with 
the Chinese case heretofore decided and relied 
upon to exclude Bew, for the reason that in 
that case the man was a laborer and not a 
merchant. The court is therefore of the opin- 
ion that éufficient grounds are sbown for a 
writ of certiorari that writ should be 
issued. 

ARGUMENT IN LOTTERY CASES. 


The Law Forbidding the Circulation of Cer- 
tain Advertisements on Trial. 

Wasmmorox, D. C., Nov. 16.— Argument was 

begun in the United States Supreme Court 


“today in the anti-lottery cases, in which the 


coustitutionality of the recent Anti-Lottery 
law is involved. 

The suits are those brought by the United 
States against John N. Rapier, publisher of 
the Mobile Register, and George W. Dupree, 
publisher of the New Orleans States, for viola- 
tion of the law prohibiting the sending — 
the mail of newspapers containing lottery ad 
vertisements. Counsel have already sub- 
mitted briefs giving the line of 
argument, and these have been published. 
The first question came up when 
Mr. Carter, a well-known New York lawyer, 
asked the pleasure of the court as to the time 
to be allowed for argument. The court sug- 
gested three hours for the lottery people and 
two for the government. This was not satis- 
factory to Mr. Carter, who wanted five hours, 
and Attorney-General Miller said the United 
States had as much interest in the case as the 
other side, and thought one side should not 
have more time than the other, though he 

robably would not want more than two 
— The court, on consultation, directed 
argument to proceed, and it — if neces- 
sary extend the time. 

Mr. Saylor of Mobile opened the argument 
for Mr. Rapier. 

The Supreme Court today affirmed the 
judgments of the New York courts by which 
the United States received judgment on the 
bond executed by L. H. Rogers, as surety for 
Howgate, the defaulting disbursing officer of 
the signal service.

New York, Nov. 15.—[ World. |—This city, 
besides being a great center of vice and 
misery, of poverty and privation, of sin in its 
direst forms, is also a place where millionaires 
may be mustered by the score. The banks of 
the metropolis will, in an instant, honor 
checks with six or seven digits on them if 
only the proper names be at the bottom of 
the checks, and there are no lack of men who 
can draw such checks if the spirit moves them 
so to do. 

Take the fingers end thumbs of both hands 
and assign a millionaire to each, and there is 
group enough to provide all the most daring 
philanthropist, be he minister or unbeliever, 
could spend in a lifetime. 

Start with the Vanderbilts, William K. and 
Cornelius, brothers in blood and associates in 
many good works. They are already liberal 
givers, but they have been also most liberally 
treated by the great public, They have drawn 
their milhons from the purses of the people, 
and to these people, under a beneficent policy, 
it should return. A great public park placed 
in the center of a crowded tehement section, 
bought and paid for by the liberality of a 
Vanderbilt, would give the name an endurance 
which no heap of stock and bonds will ever 
confer. 

Another twain is made up of the two Astors, 
William B. and W. W., branches from a com- 
mon stock. For generations now the neces- 
sities of the people of this city for room and 
shelter have helped to swell the rent roll of 
this ropresentative family of landlords. One 
group of public thinkers, the single-tax advo- 
cates, would have made the family long since 
the great reservoir of tax money, but the 
patient public has gone on paying and paying 
until now the available wealth of the Astor 
family is up to a point which not one in a 
thousand can ever conceive.

New Tom, Nov. 15.—|World.}—The last 
Congress of the United States 1 
$10,000 for the rain-making experiments of 
Gen. R. G. Dyrenforth, a — patent 
lawyer of W n. renforth ar- 
gued that experience had shown that all, or 
nearly all, great battles of modern times—or 
since the invention of gun-powder and the use 
of heavy pone Sty 3 been followed ty se- 
vere storms of rain. He proposed to utilize 
this fact by sending up kites and balloons, 
armed with dynamite or other high explosives, 
into the upper strata of the atmosphere, ex- 
ploding the material there and thus bringing 
on copious rains for the parched regions of 
our Southwest territory. 

Considering the vast interests involved in the 
threatened water famine in this metropolis, 
and the declarations of our ueduct engi- 
neers that only a rainfall of two inches within 
the next few days can save us from all 
dangers, the World yesterday instructed its 
Washington correspondent to call upon Gen. 
Dyrenforth and to make the proposition that 
the World would pay all expenses if he could 
arrange to repeat hig experiments at some 
point in the Croton water-shed within the first 
days of the present week. 

Gen. Dryenforth assured our co ent 
that the scheme is a perfectly feasible one.“ 
and that he would undertake to produce a 
rainfall under conditions to be established 
by calculations he will make before 11 a. m. 
today (Sunday). He thought last night he 
would be able to leave for New York by to- 
morrow morning. 

The World has assured Gen. Dryenforth 
that every facility will be afforded him and 
his answer will be given today. Of course all 
materials and skilled labor are ready to his 
hand in this city, and there is no probability 
that unusual high winds will here interfere 
with the success of his experiments. 

The conditions could not be more favorable, 
and the result, if successful, will be of ines- 
timable value. There could remain no dou — 
with the publicity which the neighborh 
affords, as to the exact results of these tests.
